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CPRIT: Funding (2007) and Reauthorization (2019)

» 2007 Texans voted overwhelmingly in favor of a
constitutional amendment creating the Cancer
Prevention and Research Institute of Texas (CPRIT)
and funding with $3 billion in general obligation
bonds.

» 2019 A constitutional amendment was approved by
Texas voters to authorize an additional $3 billion in
general obligation bond funds on behalf of CPRIT.

> Total is $6 billion over 20 years

- Is the evaluation plan fully developed and meaningful with
measurable OUTCOME objectives?
